“ MARJORIE,"? the exceedingly bright and tune- 
ful Old English comic opera composed by Mr. 
Walter Slaughter, the Old Drury chef d’ orchestre,

mightily when it was first essayed last 
Summer at the Prince of Wales’s matinée.

struck me as being deserving a run that should 
recoup the Carl Rosa Light Opera Company for 
its liberal outlay.

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NOVELTIES IN CYCLES AT THE STANLEY SHOW AT THE CRYSTAL PALACE. 


Dr. Littledale, a distinguished controversialist of 
the Church of England, has just died at the age of 
fifty-seven. 


After a hearing extending over six days, the trial 
of Claude Marks and Charles Woolfe, proprietors 
and editors of a financial paper, and James Marix, 
an advertising agent, for conspiring to extort money 
by means of threatening to publish certain articles 
referring to a gold-mining company, was brought to 
a close in the Queen's Bengh Division on Monday, 
before the Lord Chief Justice aud a special jury. 
The defendants pleaded not guilty. After deliberat- 
ing for two hours the jury returned into court stating 
that there was no possibility of their agreeing upon 
a verdict, and as a consequence they were discharged. 


The Coroner’s inquest with respect to the death of 
twenty-six boys who were suffocated by a fire nt the 
Forest Gate District Schools was concluded on the 
20th. The jury, in returning a verdict of accidental 
death, expressed the opinion that the fire was caused 
by the imperfect manner in which the chimneys were 
swept, and added various recommendations with a 
view to prevent the recurrence of such a calamity. 


Another fatal accident due to the defective insula- 
tion of an electric lighting wire is reported from New 
York State. A horse having, at Newburgh, in that 
State, touched an iron post with his nose, fell down 
as if dead. A man who went to assist in raising the 
horse was immediately killed on touching the head- 
stall of the animal, and another man who attempted 
to lift the first is said to have received a terrible 
shock. An electric wire, it appears, had slackened, 
and lay in contact with the iron post. ‘The insulating 
material was saturated with rain.

It is understood that the number of depositors 
affected exceeds 7000, but the impression prevails 
that they will not in the end be allowed to suffer any 
loss, the comparatively small deficiency of between 
£50( 0 and £6000 being likely to be made good by the 
trustees and other honorary officials of the bank, who 
include many of the leading residents in Chelsea.

and, in the South of England, clubs rarely settle 
down to the second portion of the season before mid- 
January. This year the influenza epidemic has seized

‘This club is fortunate in 
having as its headquarters the prettily situated 
ground of the Wanstead Cricket Club. Perched on 
the very highest ground, it commands a fine view of 
Wanstead Park and surrounding country, while the 
situation, of course, ensures its being well drained, and 
it is, in consequence, nearly the driest winter ground 
near London. Worked with great energy, the club 
has grown large, and also turned out some excellent 
home - made players, who have gained their pro- 
ficiency by turning out regularly in the early morning 
whenever there is light, and losing no opportunity 
for practice. Noclub has shown more keenness in 
going about showing the game in places where there 
is A desire to start it, and quite recently two teams 
g the club ġave an exhibition on the ground of 
the j 
Honourable Artillery Company 


in Finsbury, where lacrosse will probably be played 
through the season. 

The Croydon club is one which owes much of its 
existence to, and is captained by, another member of 
the family alluded to. This particular member was 
one of the absolutely first lacrosse twelve got together 
in England. This was in 1876, and the match was 


England v. Scotland, 


of which series two matches only were played, the 
game dying out very suddenly in Scotland. 

Up to this season Snaresbrook have been remark- 
able for playing local men only, their ranks not 
having been strengthened or reinforced to any extent 
by players from elsewhere. They have, however, now 
in their first twelve a very dangerous man in H. E. 
Sullivan, whose Jacrosse was learned in the very 
cradle of the modérn game—Montreal—where he 
played in one of the best teams. The great difticulty 
experienced in England is the development of goo 
attack players, and this Sullivan is. Playing against 
a rather weak defence on the 11th, he scored nine 
goals off his own crosse, fourteen goals in all being 
scored by his side in this match, lacrosse being a 
game of heavy scoring in the case of unequal sides. 

In the match of Saturday last the superiority of 
the Snaresbrook attack told, and they won by five 
goals to one, after a very good game indeed. 


Billiards 
were more interesting than ever during the past 
week, the unusual spectacle of two matches for stakes 
being presented. One was between two crack ex- 
ponents of spot play, W. J. Peall and F. White, 
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who played a match of 15,000 points up, White 
receiving a start of 3600. ‘lo give any sturt at all 
to a player who, as White did, made breaks of §89, 
649, 643, 637, 611, 600, 535, 435, «c., seems pre- 
posterous, and yet Peall was successful, though only 
by a great effort which resulted in a break of 898, at 
a very critical time, enabling him to win by 59%.

consecutive spot-strokes—the record by a long way, 
as it well may be. ‘The first thousand points cf this 
break were made in forty-three minutes. Only one 
player could have done much faster than this, and 
that was S. W. Stanley, only he never managed a 
thousand in a single break, though for some time 
he held the record for that number of points scored 
in the fastest time.

In these high-class pyramid 
matches there is always a deal of delicate safety play 
and finesse. In this, of course, Roberts had an 
advantage, but, as we see, it was of itself not sufficient.

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LORD HARRIS (THE GREAT CRICKETER), NEW GOVERNOR OF BOMBAY. 


LORD HARRIS. 


CRICKETERS all over the kingdom will be inter- 
ested in our portrait of this enthusiastic Kentish 
cricketer. The appointment of Lord Harris, 
who has been Under-Secretary of State for India, 
and latterly Under-Secretary for the War De- 
partment, to the Governorship of the Bombay 
Presidency, in succession to Lord Reay, is 
generally approved. The Right Hon. George 
Robert Canning Harris, fourth Baron Harris, was 
born Feb. 3, 1851, son of the third Lord Harris, 
who was Governor of Trinidad from 1846 to 1854, 
and Governor of Madras from 1854 to 1859, and 
who afterwards held appointments in the Royal 
Household. The peerage was conferred in 1815 on 
General Sir George Harris, K.C. B., for his military 
services. He was Commander-iá-Chief, in 1799, 
at the siege and capture of Seringapatam, and 
in the conquest of Mysore from Tippoo Sultan. 
The title of Baron Harris recites the names of 
these victories : and the armorial bearings granted 
to the first Peer aud his successors represent one 
of the sally-ports and drawbridges of the cele- 
brated Indian fortress, with Tippoo Sultan’s 
tiger for the crest; and, for supporters, a grena- 
dior of the 73rd Regiment and a sepoy. of the 
Madras Army holding flags. 

‘The present Lord Harris, whose mother was a 
daughter of Archdeacon Cummins, of Trinidad, 
was educated at Eton and at Christ Church Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he took his degree in 1874. 
His seat is at Belmont, near Faversham, in Kent; 
and he is one of the leading English cricket- 
players; also a Captain of the East Kent Yeo- 
manry Cavalry; a magistrate and Deputy Lieu- 
tenant of that county, and Deputy Chairman of

Quarter Sessions and of the County Council. On 
the death of his father, in 1872, he became a 
member of the House of Lords. In 1874 his 
Lordship married the Hon. Lucy Ada Jervis, 
daughter of Lord St. Vincent; he has an infant 
son. He was appointed Under-Secretary of 
State for India in 1885, but since July 1886 has 
been in a corresponding office of the War De- 
partment. The Portrait is from a photograph by 
Messrs. Elliott and Fry, Baker-street, and South 
Kensington.

I pr not get to the special general meeting of 
the C.T.C. at Glasgow, nor, for that matter, did 
scarcely anyone else. It is perfectly preposterous 
for seventy Scotch members, however, to imagine 
that they are going to govern the affairs of a club 
of twenty thousand. That they even recognised 
this fact themselves is shown from their having 
thrown out the first resolution to abolish the 
Board of Control, and instead adopting the 
following: “That a postal vote be taken as to 
the wishes of the Council whether a board should 
be formed. If the whole Council decide in the 
affirmative, then to proceed de novo.” 


_I see the clause has also been left in one of the 
resolutions stating that fifty-one councillors con- 
stitute a majority out of 128. As a matter of fact, 
the whole proceeding simply emanates, as 
Wheeling says, from a lot of very young gentlé- 
men whose knowledge of the working of the club 
is, if possible, only less than their knowledge of 
business. The whole question in a nutshell is 
this: whether the Cyclist Touring Club, which 
is now becoming an enormously powerfnl organ- 
isation, should be allowed to wreck itself from 
want of adequate management, or whether by 
proper management it shall enter upon a new era 
of usefulness. No one would be so absurd as to 
compel the secretary of an Insurance Company 
to be office boy, manager, superintendent, and 
everything else connected with the office. This 
is what the C.T.C. has, hitherto, forced Mr. 
Shipton to be. As the offices are in London it is 
necessary that a majority of the members of the 
Board should be on the spot; if they were in 
Scotland, it is very doubtful if these jealous 
wreckers would even take the trouble to go 
across the street to attend to the business. 

As Colonel Savile said last week in Wheeling, 
if they do not approve of the present manage- 
meut, and if they really do represent Scotch 
feeling, which nobody believes they do, they had 
better form a club of their own. 


The Stanley Show will open to-day (Friday), 
and from what one hears the improvements of 
the year will mainly consist in anti-vibration 
contrivances.

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LORD NAPIER OF MAGDALA. 


A Sorpizr whose solid merits made him a 
worthy successor of the Great Duke of Wel- 
lington, Robert Napier was on Tuesday, with 
due military and ecclesiastical honours, rightly 
interred near the tomb of the Victor of 
Waterloo, in St. Paul’s Cathedral. That richly 
merited tribute to one of Britain’s chief military 
heroes of the century is referred to on another 
paze.. Hers, as we give a memorial Portrait of 
thgfamous Engineer Commander as he appeared 
during the Abyssinian Campaign, printing below 
th: likeness a drawing of the British Troops 
advancing to the attack of the late King Theo- 
dore's mountain fortress at Magdala, a few 
further particulars may be appropriately sub- 
joined respecting 

Lord Napier’s Greatest Achievement. 

Robert Napier, like Wellington, graduated in 
the art of war in India, where he had his horse 
killed under him both at the battle of Moodkee 
and the battle of Ferozeshah, and was severely 
wounded at the siege of Mooltan, likewise 
distinguishing himself greatly throughout the 
Indian Mutiny as the late Lord Clyde’s 
principal Engineer officer. Robert Napier like- 
wise served with distinction in the Chinese War, 
and subsequently was appointed Commander-in- 
Chicf cf the Bombay Army. It was while he 
held this high position that he was called upon 
by the Home Government to conduct one of the 
most difficult of military enterprises—namely, 
to pilot in safety a small British and 
native Indian force, with artillery, ammunition, 
and commissariat stores, over the mountains of 
Abyssinia, to inflict proper chastisement upon 
King Theodore for the imprisonment of Mr. 
Rassim, Lieutenant Prideaux, Dr. Blanc, and 
others. With elephants and mules to carry the 
guns and draw the heavy loads, Napier’s smart 
and effective force started from Annesley Bay in 
the New Year of 1868, and triumphed over every 
difficulty. That memorable march was, indeed, 
a masterpiece of organisation, and redounded 
alike to the credit of the supreme organiser 
(Sir Robert Napier) and of his gallant officers 
and men. It was on the Good Friday of 
1868" (April 10) that Napier fought and easily 
won the battle of Aroghee, a souvenir of which 
is given on our front page. Aroghee is a small 
piecé of broken plain facing the Magdala 
eminences, and it was here that Sir Charles 
Staveley’s advance (Sir Robert Napier being by 
his trusty General’s side) encountered the on- 
slaught of King Theodore, who had on the 
previous evening ordered the massacre of 307 
men, who wer? shot and hurled over a precipice ! 
Standing by his guns on the height of Fahla, 
Theodore could have seen with his field-glass 
Sir Robert Napier and the group of officers 
round him on the opposite hill of Afeejo. 
But the barbarous King could hardly have seen 
Napier’s compact force, or he might not have 
had the temerity to give the signal which 
caused his warriors to rush down the zigzag 
road from the summit of Fahla to the Aroghee 


plain. There were 6000 of them, led by Gabria. -
